remodeled, the original water closet and 
sink were saved. 

The exterior was untouched, but an 
interior stairway moved outside to allow 
more room and meet new building codes, 
and a hallway shifted into the center to 
divide the building equally, he said. 

The purists’ renovation ideas came 
with a hidden cost. 

Abundant vacancies for cheaper 
commercial office space elsewhere have 
kept tenants from sharing the Castle’s old 
world, but pricey charm. 

The lower floor has been empty during 
the last year, but leasing agent Steve 
Wheatley said he may have a willing 
tenant in an apartment management firm. 

If he had it to do over again, Gray said 
he would make prearrangments with a 
joint tenant.

Finding tenants was no problem when 
an Upland municipal law firm headed by 
senior partner Don Maroney remodeled a 
stately Tudor-style brick home built in 
1932. 

The previous owners, Russell and 
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Eleanor Schultze, had bought the house 
bordering busy Euclid Avenue only five 
years before when they decided to find a 
quieter neighborhood in 1968. 

Even Mrs. Schultze appreciated the 
care taken to make use of the structure’s 
Original lines and atmosphere when the 
new office was opened in a 1970 
reception. 

The amount spent on the house — 
$70,000 — was duplicated in renovation 
costs, Maroney, Upland’s city attorney, 
recalled. 

Two significant structural changes 
enlarged the home’s available space by 
500 feet, but left its visible appearance 
unaffected. 

Glass was used to enclose an open-air 
arched carport, remaking it intoa 
reception room with entrances from 
Euclid and the backyard parking area. And 
the previous front door was bricked up 
into a vault. 

“Initially, we saw it as a tremendous 
place for a law office,” said Maroney, that 
captured in its architecture the

In the wake of Upland’s 1982 
spring municipal election, when 6 
council candidates ran a quiet 
race bereft of mudslinging or even 
warmly disputed issues, have the 
three winners fulfilled their year- 
old campaign promises? 

Taken alphabetically, the 
Upland News asked each elected 
council member to review their 
efforts, both successes and 
failures, and look ahead to next 
year as they face the city’s most 
severe financial crisis ever. 

Of the two primary promises — 
creation of a city-wide 
redevelopment plan and a city- 
operated paramedic service — 
council members Frank Carpenter, 
Frank Hoover and Dina Hunter 
admit they failed, but not for lack 
of trying. 

Voters defeated both measures 
during last November’s general 
election. 

An anti-redevelopment 
citizens’group petitioned for the 
redevelopment measure’s 
placement on the ballot, while city 
fathers put a paramedic issue 
before voters, which called fora 
per-household tax to pay for the 
service. 

Carpenter, a pharmaceutical 
salesman elected outright last 
April after being appointed to fill a 
two-year term, said ‘‘we have to 
take the blame for why 
redevelopment failed. 

“We allowed subordinantes and 





outside consultants to Carry our‘ 
case to the people. 

“The people elected us to 
office. | think we lost a lost of 
credibility and respect, however 
well intended it was,” he saiq by 
allowing hired consultants to fiel 
redevelopment questions in publi 
hearings. 

Redevelopment’s defeat ‘‘cogt 
us something that will cost us fo 
years in the future,” he said. 

Carpenter said he hasn't 
decided if he will run again, but 
has worked hard to give everyone 
who approached him a fair chance 
to present his case, including 
business interests. 

“Part of my platform was 
looking for ways to reduce costs 
to the business community and to 
the city. I’ve always been in favor 
of slow growth,” he said. 

As an example, Carpenter 
pointed out improvements 
demanded by city planners on 
sidewalks backing a north 
Mountain Avenue tract. 

“It’s a point that’s hard to 
understand. Builders don't pay the 
bill (for extras). It’s added on to 
the cost of the home,” he said. 

Carpenter said he will continue 
to work for the building of the 
long-advocated Foothill Freeway, 
while pointing out that ‘‘nobody 
influential enough” has been able 
to win state backing for the La 
Verne-to-San Bernardino route. 

“The best we can do is to hold 
onto the right-of-way, but it won't 
happen in the near future,” he 
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said. 

Carpenter has pointedly 
stepped down whenever a council 
vote involved the office of the city 
clerk, headed by his wife, Dee 
Carpenter. 

“‘! did all | could to bring 
attention to” the possible conflict 
during the campaign, Carpenter 
said. “If it was a factor (in public 
opinion) | wouldn’t be in office.” 

After this winter’s damaging 
rain and wind storms, that have 
already resulted in 10 damage 
claims against the city, Carpenter 
said he and the rest of the council 
would step up efforts to enact a 
separate city-wide storm drain 
assessment, in addition to 
campaigning again for the 
defeated Measure W, a 
proposition for storm drain 
assessments in the west San 
Bernardino Valley. 

“| didn’t think it was a top 
priority. But | was out in the worst 
of it. It’s a problem of magnitude 
that must be solved,” he said. 

A looming $2 million deficit for 
fiscal 1983-84 ‘‘is going to be no- 
win; it will be drastic and we will 
have to cut,” he said. 

A recession-caused decline in 
sales tax and slashes in state 
support have left Upland with a 
severe financial quandary, 
balanced last year by dipping 
deeply into treasury reserves. 

Hoover, a plumbing contractor 
elected to his second four-year 
term last April, said his only 
campaign promise was to run the 
city like a business, a promise that 
also has been hard to keep. 

While budget proposals are only 


this week unfolding, Hoover said a — 


balance must be struck, with any 
gains in one department offset 
with losses elsewhere. 

“We’re going to see some cities 
fail. We don’t want to be in that 
category,” he said. 

Another unfilled Hoover 
promise was the building of anew 
police station, a moot point in the 
light of Upland’s fiscal crunch. 

Hoover, 50, is the least 
outspoken of any of the five 
council members, and rarely 
voices his viewpoint during the 
twice monthly council debates. 

It is aconscious decision, the 
councilman said. “If there is a 
controversy, | don’t like to sit there 
all night and run through a spiel. 

“If it needs attention from me; 
Ill say something,” he said. “I 
judge the (pending outcome of) 
votes, and if | feel this needs 
assistance, I’ll get in there.” 

His expertise in the building

trades was sought on the council 
during an era when the city faced 
continuing squabbles with 
development interests. 

Hoover hopes to finalize 
streamlining efforts between 
developers and the city’s planning, 
building and engineering 
departments before leaving office. 

He doesn’t plan to run again, 
especially after a far more 
demanding second term and one 
without his biggest supporter, his 
wife Louise. 

“| was in the dark the first two 
years,” he said. ‘‘l’d never been 
involved in anything public 
before.” 

Louise Hoover died last fall. She 
was a reluctant political wife, 
afraid that her husband of 32 years 
would lose. 

During campaign coffees, she 
would sit in another room while 
Hoover made his pitch. 

But during election night when 
the Hoover television broke, it was 
Mrs. Hoover who ran down to City 
Hall to hear the returns. 

Baptized in politics, ‘‘we started 
a whole new life,” said Hoover, the 
Pomona High football team 
captain who married the 
homecoming queen. 

Hunter, a former school board 
member and presently Southern 
California Edison Co.’s 
conservation program coordinator, 
fought hard to make her twin 
campaign promises over 
redevelopment and paramedics 
come true. 

“| was fighting, but they weren’t 
responding,” she said. 

In particular, the abstract 
redevelopment concept that 
focused on no clearly defined 
projects, relied on public trust in 
government, something voters 
didn’t swallow. 

She is still working to overcome 
Uplanders mistrust, ‘‘to make 
government more responsive.” 

As the newcomer, Hunter said 
she has relied on the veteran 
members for background. “I’m the 
new kid, but they didn’t try to sway 
me. . 

However, in turn, “I have 
lobbied the council as they have 
me,” she said. 

Obtaining a guaranteed 
paramedic service in Upland is 
still of paramount importance to 
Hunter, an issue that will return to 
the Council next month. 

“! wanted the best possible 
assurance that (there are) two 
paramedics on a squad and a five 
minute response time”’ anywhere 
in the city, she said.

it appears the state legislators 
are finally going to do something 
about the achool financial 
dilemma. Last week Sen. Hart 
joined with Sen. Davis to combine 
the ideas of Hart and 
Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Bill Honig into one 
major finance bill. Speaker of the 
Assembly Brown has also 
introduced a similar bill, although 
more costly. The basic funding to 
schools is the same in both bills, 
but the reform measures vary and 
will probably be resolved by a 
conference committee between 


the Senate and the Assembly. 

The major reforms are: 

(A) an increase in funding for 
textbooks and instructional 
materials; 

(B) an increase in minimum high 
school graduation standards; 

(C) an increase in the number of 
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instructional minutes per day and 
the lengthening of the school year, 

(D) the provision to give school 
districts more flexibility in the 
reassignment and dismissal of 
personnel; 

(E) more encouragement to 
districts to retain students and to 


expand the state testing program; 

(F) provision to grant incentive 
pay for the upper five percent of 
teachers and an increase in the 
starting salary of teachers. 

Needless to say, a finance bill 
of the magnitude proposed will 
require new taxes. There are many 
suggestions, including an oil 
severance tax (California is the 
only state without such a tax), sin 
taxes (alcohol and tobacco), a 
state lottery and a one-eighth-of-a- 
cent increase in the sales tax. The 
governor has given some 
indication he would veto any 
school measure requiring new 
taxes. 

Even though the financial 
measures will not bring California 
up to the national average, itisa 
step in the right direction. Citizens 
of Upland who want their schools 
supported should write to their 
legislators and the governor's 
office. It is difficult to maintain an 
adequate school program with 
funding that is significantly less 
than the national average.

Discovering a rare jewel in an 
unexpected place is a little like 
finding out an internationally- 
acclaimed dancer lives quietly in 
Rancho Cucamonga with her husband 
and family. 

But that is the case with Anjani, 
who has danced for maharajahs, at 
cultural festivals and on concert 
stages from India to Europe and 
throughout the United States. 

Anjani specializes in Kathak, one of 
the leading classical dances of India.

But the abilities and talent that 
Anjani has developed don’t just 
happen. She began dancing when just 
a toddler and her first performance 
was for the Maharajah of Baroda, in 
the city where she lived. 

“It was my father’s dream — to 
have a daughter who danced. He was 
physician and he could afford to pay 
for the lessons, so the teachers 
came,” she said.

That discription, though, doesn’t 
make Kathak come alive the way 
Anjani does when she performs. The 
slender, dark- haired woman uses her 
whole body, her facial expressions, 
the tilt of her head to become the 
cobra, the demure maiden or Lord 


Anjani’s guru played a large part in 
her decision to specialize in Kathak. “I 
stayed with one teacher (Gangani) 
when | began learning Kathak at 
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8687 Baseline, Rancho Cucamonga 
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seven. When | go back to India, | still 
learn from him. You never stop 
learning.” 

You also never stop practicing. “Oh, 
| practice about three hours a day, 
every day,” she said. “‘It’s like any 
classical western dance, you have to 
practice ali the time to be the best you 
can be.” She keeps an exercise, dance 
area in a spare bedroom of her home, 
works out at Lions Park and also 


teaches classes in her own dance 
school in Fullerton. 


Does it still hurt? You bet it does. 
“Anyone who tells you it doesn’t, is 
fooling themselves.” Kathak dancers 
wear five pounds of bells on each leg 
and execute many leaps and turns in 
the course of a performance. “The 
legs especially will ache but when you 
get response from an audience, it 
makes it all worthwhile.” 

“Dance always hurts but you learn 
to sustain the pain.

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Camping trips roun

In an attempt to provide their students with a 
well-rounded education, teachers and 
administrators at Sycamore Elementary School in 
Upland have taken to the great outdoors. 

Every two years, the school loads its fifth and 
sixth graders onto a bus and ships them off to the 
San Bernardino National Forest for a week-long 
campout. 

But the excursion involves much more than 
simply living in harmony with nature. For the 
students of Camp 365, located in Running Springs 
about 11 hours away from Upland, it is a week 
spent learning about responsibility, cooperation 
and respect for other living beings. 

“The kids come back learning a little bit more 
about themselves - and each other,” says Sycamore 
Principal Randy Smith. 

Approximately 200 students will have gone to 
the camp this year, about half during each of the

two weeks in the period from April 18-29. All seven 
teachers of the school’s combination fifth/sixth 
grade classes also take part. Participation has 
increased considerbaly since the program began 
four years ago with 60 students. 

Counselors are usually college students or 
graduates. Smith says the camp allows the younger 
students an “opportunity to get hands-on and 
practical experience” applying the lessons learned 
in the classroom. 

Once at Camp 365, the students sleep |0 toa 
cabin, with seperate lodgings for boys and girls. 
Much of their daytime activities revolve around 
learning to work together, enjoying and protecting 
the natural environment and, hopefully, Smith adds, 
some personal insight as well. 


“It’s a little like stretching their wings,” he says. 

The camp gives students a chance to be 
independent and to look out for themselves, 
alhthough they are under adult supervision. In their 
outdoor classroom, Smith says, they are learning 





d out education 


all the time, whether the lesson is about ercsion, 
constellations or animals in their natural habitat. 

Campers go on numerous hikes during their 
stay, and can receive training in such areas as first 
aid, pond water study and animal tracking. There 
are constant reminders about the need to protect 
the nation’s natural resources. 

“We want people to enjoy the outdoors, but 
also to respect it,’ Smith says. “You want to be 
able to come here 10 years from now, and you 
couldn’t if you were sloppy and careless.” 

The students are also shown how their lessons 
in various classroom subjects, like astronomy, can 
be applied in “real world” situations. At the camp, 
Smith says, “you're looking at the stars, not 
looking at stars in a picture book.” 

Students are fed three meals a day — “no 
nibbles or no extras” — which are prepared by the 
camp staff. However, one day is usually set aside 
for students to be given a hamburger patty which

The eighth grade jazz band at 
Pioneer Junior High School recently 
completed a season of competition in 
which it went undefeated against 


similar bands throughout California. 

After finishing second to bands 
from out-of-state at festivals at Cal 
Poly Pomona and Chaffey College last 
month, Pioneer turned in perhaps its 
best performance of the season in 
capturing its division at Cal State 
Fullerton two weeks ago. 

Craig Olson, the school’s music 
director for the last five years, calls 
the Pioneer ensemble ‘‘the foremost 
jazz band in Southern California’ in 
the junior high school division. He 
credits the young musicians’ 
discipline and the strength of the 
districtwide music program as the 
reasons for Pioneer’s success. 

“The main thing is, they’ve really 
been dedicated, they love the music 
and they love to come in and practice 
new songs,” Olson says. 

“The elementary music teachers 
have done a good job of getting them 
started, so they’re well prepared by 
the time they get here.” 

Most of the students in the jazz 
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band have been performing for at least 
three or four years, Olson said. From 
the beginning of their seventh grade 
year, prospective band members come 
in before school at 7 a.m. to practice, 
with the hopes of being selected to 
perform in the band by the latter half 
of their eighth grade year. 

There are currently 17 students in 
the band, performing on a variety of 
instruments including saxophone, 
trombone, trumpet, drum, piano and 
guitar. 

Most instruments are provided by 
the students’ families, although some 
of the larger ones, such as the piano, 
are supplied by the school. In addition 
to festival competition, Pioneer also 
performs at school rallies and at 
various Community gatherings, such 
as arecent concert for the Masonic 
Lodge in Upland. 
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At jazz festivals, usually held on 
college campuses, musicians are 
scored on fundamentals such as 
intonation, tone control, dynamics and 
basic jazz concepts. A five-point 
scoring system is used, ranging from 
one point for a superior mark to five _ 
for poor. 


Pioneer's first place finish at 
Fullerton was the 30th straight festival 
in which the school has finished 
either first, second or third. 

In addition to band honors, the 
school has captured a number of 
individual awards as well. Sandra Lee, 
a seventh grader playing with the 
band, has won two outstanding 
soloist awards on guitar, while Julie 
Zaske, an eighth grader, has also been 
awarded twice for solo performances.

Section one, which begins with a 10-minute film

A question and answer period also 
follows the film. 


The fact that students will “be drilled” with the 
information year after year is not accidental, 
according to McKeown. “You have to try and keep 
it fresh in the children’s minds,’ McKeown warned. 
“The criminals are always getting off.” 

The only cost for the programs is 40 cents each 
for coloring books. The cost for these can be 
defrayed by the PTA, McKeown said.

Mohammed's family had it all. In 
Afghanistan, his father and father-in- 
law had long served in the 
government, and the family had 
accumulated massive wealth over the 
years. 

But now there is nothing. 
Everything they had — wealth, power 
and fame — disappeared after Soviet 
troops moved into Afghanistan to 
support the socialist Afghan 
government in its battle against rebel 
“freedom fighters” in 1979. 

When members of Mohammed's 
family, fearing imprisonment and 
death, fled to the United States in the 
years following the Soviet 
“occupation,” they were forced to 
leave all their belongings behind. 

Mohammed and his immediate 
family — his wife, their two children 
and his two sisters — now share a 
modest little apartment in Upland. 
Much of the rest of the family — 20 
persons in all — also reside in the 
United States, but many others are 
still in Afghanistan, and their fate is 
unknown.

“I’ve seen pictures of their house in 
Afghanistan,” Turner said, “and it 
would put our mansions here to 
shame.” 

Mohammed said his family is also 
grateful to members of the church. 

His words were not so kind, 
however, when speaking about the 
current government in Afghanistan — 
or the Soviets. 

He said that the Afghan people have 
had along history of resisting 
occupation by foreign powers, 
culminating in 1919 when the nation 
gained its independence from Great 
Britain. But never, he said, has his 
homeland been confronted by such a 
domineering and relentless occupying 
agent as the Soviets. 

“It was not possible for me to stay,” 
he said. ‘‘| had one chance to stay — 
and accept whatever the pro-Russian 
government wanted me to do.” 

At the university in Kabul, he 
encouraged students to resist the 
government and the Soviet forces. For

his efforts, Mohammed was arrested 
— and, he said, threatened with death. 

“They warned me many times not to 
teach or to use the materials that | 
was using before,” he said. “I was not 
afraid of death, but | was really 
concerned for my family, for my 
children.” 

Mohammed said the USSR moved 
much quicker than he and others 
expected — catching off-guard those 
factions which thought that the Soviet 
influence in Afghanistan could be 
defused within a short time. In fact, 
his family remained in Afghanistan 
three years after the Socialists came 
into power because they thought that 
the nation would soon regain its 
“freedom.” 

So, longing to see Afghanistan 
freed of Socialist control, Mohammed 
resisted, drawing, he said, a harsh 
response from the government. 
“Since | was suffering from what was 
going on in my country — they really 
put to death the young people, the old 
people, anyone who had created 
problems — they had only one reply 


— death.” 

As a result, he said, many Afghans 
have turned to the United States for 
help. It took Mohammed’s family five 
days to reach Pakistan, and they spent 
a year in Germany before coming to 
the U.S. last fall. 

While many have sought polticial 
asylum here — there are by his 
estimation several hundred thousand 
Afghan refugees across the country 
— Mohammed wished that the U.S. 
government would do more in the area 
of putting pressure on the Soviets to 
leave Afghanistan. 

He said that it could prove costly to 
the U.S. if it allows the Soviets to 
maintain their influence over 
Afghanistan. The country occupies a 
“strategic” location along the 
southern border of the USSR and has 
a wealth of natural resources. 

In addition, Mohammed said that 
because the Soviet leaders want to 
stress that they are ready to come to 
the aid of “friendly” governments 
when called upon to do so, they aren’t

After week at scrap yard, 
Simon heads to dirt track

Tony Simon calls himself a 
weekend driver, which in no way 
affiliates him with that rather 
sedate breed known as Sunday 
drivers. There’s a difference. A big 
difference. 

Simon’s weekend driving is 
done on Friday and Saturday 
nights when he leaves behind his 
daytime job at Pomona Scrap, 
dons a helmet and heads for Ascot 
Park in Gardena.

Participants are categorized not according to 
grade in school but physical size. Divison A 
competitors are listed as those above 59 inches 
in height, Division B those between 56 and 59 
inches and Division C under 56 inches.

much work to remove it. | never lost 
conciousness, | was awake the whole time 
and the doctor told me he didn’t know if he 
could save it. | told him not to leave me with 
a crippled hand. If he couldn’t fix it | wanted 
him to take it. | knew | could race with a 
hook.”’ 

in the five months it took him to recover 
from the accident and get used to having a 
hook where his right hand used to be, Simon 
thought about a lot of things. But giving up 
racing wasn’t one of them. 

“| never thought about anything but 
coming back and racing,’ he says. “There 
was no hesitation whatsoever. The only 
thing | thought about was how soon | could 
come back. It was a long five months.” 

With a flat plate that he could slip his 
hook into attached to the steering wheel, 
Simon returned to racing as soon as his 
doctor allowed. 

“We had a practice run at Speedway 605 
and | just worked hard,” he says. “I took 
extra laps and didn’t worry about what might 
happen.” 

Obviously, Simon’s new appendage took 
some getting used to. But he was out to 
prove to the other racers that he could still 
compete, that his driving skills hadn’t been 
crippled in the crash. 

“1 still had all the arm muscles but | 
didn’t have any feeling on the wheel,” Simon 
explains. “The problem wasn’t 
understeering it was oversteering. It was 
just a matter of adjustment.

Although he has yet to win a main event 
this season, Simon has been consistently 
among the fastest finishers at Ascot.

He had his best year since the accident 
last year when he won seven races and 
finished third in the California Racing 
Association championship point standings, 
earning car owner Steve Davis an $8,000 
bonus. 

But those ever-present racing hazards 
caused Simon to fall from favor with Davis. 
“He didn’t like me flipping his race car SO 

much,” says Simon with a laugh. “I went 
upside down three times and he wasn’t 
happy about that. He fired me at the end of 


the year.” 

Simon can laugh because the pain of the 
crashes is behind him and the team he’s 
driving for this year is one of the most 
respected in racing. Simon is driving the 
Tamale Wagon for food distributor Alex 
Morales. 

One of Simon’s mishaps a year ago was 
a particularly memorable one. “| went end 
over end and was at least 12 feet off the 
track,” he says. ‘“That’s the sorest I’ve been 
in along time.” 

But then worries of crashing have never 
slowed Simon down. “Through all the years 
I’ve just considered it one of the hazards of 
racing,” he says. “When you’re running for 
the front those things happen. 

“Race drivers are a sturdy lot.” 

Through a series of crashes over a racing 
career that he hopes will last at least until 
he’s 50, Simon has never quit.running for the 
front.

Retiring Upland police Lt. Jerry Wulf 
is trading in his gun and handcuffs 
next week to devote fulltime to his 
avocation, porcelain doll-making. 

Twenty-two years ago, he put ona 
blue uniform with a gold badge and 
shelved his glove and ball bat after a 
stint as a relief pitcher with the U.S. 
Army’s team in Korea and for a half 
dozen minor league ball clubs 
stateside.

they must cook for themselves. “They know that if 
they drop that patty, they better pick it up and clean 
it off because it’s the only one they’re going to get 
for that meal,” Smith says. 

Smith, who says he is developing a ‘‘growing 
interest” in environmental issues (“but you 
couldn’t call me a naturalist’), believes that the 
outdoor education program is vital to a child’s all- 
around development.

He says roughly half of the schools in the 
Upland School District have similar programs, 
though perhaps not as extensive as Sycamore’s. 

Support by parents has been strong. Only a few

He said that the Soviets and the Afghan 
government are aware of the large movement of 
people out of the country, but can do iittle to stop 
it. “Even if they bring 300,000 soldiers they would 
not be able to stop the Afghan people from getting 
out to Pakistan, due to the high mountains and to 
the courage of the freedom fighters.” 


For Mohammed and his family, the day cannot 
come too soon when Afghanistan is free of 
socialist and Soviet control. There is more than a 
hint of sincerity in his voice when he says he longs 
to return to his native land, but he also realizes that 
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Afghan government 


can do little to stop exodus 





to try to do so at this time may be far too 
dangerous. “At least,” he said, ‘| am happy that | 
didn’t allow my children to be controlied by the 
Communists.” 


According to Mohammed, nearly every family in 
‘Afghanistan has had at least one member 
kidnapped, murdered or imprisoned. Two relatives 
that remained in Afghanistan have been killed since 
the family’s arrival here, and the family fears that 
other deaths may follow. Information is all but 
impossible to obtain, Mohammed said, so the 
family has little way of finding out how relatives 
and friends are doing. 


And as long as the Soviet occupation continues, 
it appears that Mohammed and his family have little 
hope of reuniting with the rest of their relatives. 


“We know that when a bomb is exploding (in 
Afghanistan), it is someone in our family (that is 
killed),” he said, ‘but no one is going to tell us.” O 





parents and by the school through fund-raisers 
such as a jog-a-thon or car wash.

“If akid wants to go to camp, he goes to camp, 
even if mom and dad are out of work,” Smith says. 

He says parents appreciate the values stressed 
at the camp, mainly teamwork and understanding. 
it also opens avenues which a child might not 
otherwise discover about himself or herself. 


“They get a chance to display some skills that 
aren’t normally given star status at school,” Smith 
says. ‘They learn to have a little more respect for 
each other, too, and their interdependence brings 
the kids a little closer together. 


‘I think they get to know their teachers a little 
better, and the teachers get to see the kids ina 
different light. They still need some sense of 
authority, but there’s also a little of, wow, you mean 
you like this too? Teachers can become human 
again.”’ 


Portrait exhibit displays 
state’s artistic heritage 


A part of California’s rich cultural and artistic 
heritage is now on display in a special portrait 
exhibition at the Natural History Museum in 
Exposition Park. 

Entitled ‘‘Californian Faces From The Past,” the 
exhibit features rare paintings, ambrotypes, and 
phtographs of Hispanic families which rose to 
prominence in the state during the nineteenth 
century. 

Portraits on display include members of the 
Pico, Sepulveda, and Dominguez families — 
families whose surnames today bring to mind 
suburban communities and busy throughfares. 

As captured by the artists and photographers of 
the day, the faces of these ranchers, politicians and 
leading citizens convey a wealth of historical detail 
about life in Hispanic Californian Society. 

Notable among the portraits are the oil 
paintings of early Los Angeles Mayor Antonio 
Franco Coronel and his wife, Mariana. Best 
remembered today as historians and collectors, 
Don Antonio and his wife have come to symbolize 
the bygone — and iargely imaginary — Spanish 
past of fiestas, fandangos, and a more leisurely 
way of life. 

The Coronel Collection of Californiana is a most 
remarkable Hispanic collection, containing letters, 
diaries and legal documents as well as portraits of 
family members. 

Most of the paintings and objects on exhibit 
were donated to the museum by descendants of 
the men and women portrayed in them, an artistic 
and cultural reminder of the richness of California’s 
Hispanic past. 

“Californian Faces From The Past” will be on 
display through Oct. 16, 1983, on the ground level 
of the Natural History Museum in Exposition Park. 

The Museum is located south of the Santa 
Monica Freeway and two blocks west of the Harbor 
Freeway at 900 Exposition Blvd. 

It is open daily except Monday, 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Adults, $1.50 students and senior citzens over 62
